Foyrth. We would ask that the rule 
prevails causing extra men to go to the foot of the 
list when they miss, be changed to the same as that 
among the regular men, that is: That they be 
Placed at the foot of the list for four days and 
then sign in their regular places. 

Fifth. We would ask that firemen receive 25 
cents per hour, greasers and motor inspectors 20 
cents per hour, car washers and shed men 17%

BAUMHOFF TO LINDELL MEN. 


Superintendent Delivered a Very Con- 


ciliatory Speech. 

Supt. George W. Baumhoff of the Lindell 
division of the St. Louis Transit Co.’s sys- 
tem addressed meetings of the men em- 
played on that division Friday afternoon 
and evening. The afternoon meeting was 
held at 2330 Choaiteau avenue. The evening 
meeting was heid in the company’s gym- 
nasium at Taylor and Fairfax avenues. At 
the evening meeting Mr. Baumnoff said: 

‘“T was at first inciined io have this meet- 
ing behind ciosed doors and not admit rep- 
resentatives of the press. I reconsidered 
this, however, believing it @ Matter § in 
which the public is interested, and could 
think of no better way for the people iv 
know what we were doing than through the 
papers. 

“Now, gentlemen, you are on the ave of 
one of the most important affairs the em- 
ployes of any railway company of this size 
have ever faced. To begin Wiih, if there ls 
any cause for dissatisfaction on your part 
it must be well founded and there must be 
some just grievance to entitle you to the 
sympathy, support and respect of. the pub- 
lic. You meet the public in your daily duties 
and no doubt have felt the public puise, It 
has been stated that your pay averaged 16 
cents an hour. You Know better than this, 
but for the benefit of others I will say the 
wages per hour paid the conductars is 19 
cen:s and motormen 2 cents. I believe that 
to be fully as good, and probably better. 
than the employes of any other similar 
system are receiving. If I had my way and 
the company could afford it, you would get 
two times as much. 

‘In regard to strikes, I want to SAY a 
just cause is always necesSary, and so far 
as the Lindell division is concerned I have 
never heard of a grievance. I had a con- 
ference with President Whitaker to-day and 
urged him to make the pay of motormen 
and conductors equal. In 189), when e'lec- 
tricity was first introduced on the Lindell 
railroad, we pa‘d $2 for twelve to fourteen 
hours’ work. As President Whitaker said 
to-day, We have never thought of reducing 
your pay. From that standpoint you have 
no grievance. 

“The time table on this division is prob- 
ably as well equalized as it can be. I be- 
lieve you will agree to this. If there is a 
man in my hearing who can get up a bet- 
ter one, which will take care of the travel 
and give you equal hours, I wil] hire him 
and pay him good wages. It Is true. some 
of the company’s systems may not have 
time tab.es like those in vogue on this di- 
Vision, but the company contemplates a 
change in them. 

“I have been with this company twenty- 

seven years, and have worked in nearly 
every capacity,” declared the superintend- 
ent. “When I worked on the road we had 
what was called the long and short runs. 
On the long run we worked from 5 a. m. 
until 12 o'clock midnight. On the short 
run the hours -were between 6 o'clock in 
the morning and 7 o'clock at night. For 
this we received $2 a@ day. The conditions. 
system and travel have changed since 
ther.” 
Following Mr. Baumhoff's address. Con- 
ductors Burkhead, Lightstone, Holden and 
Vankirk each made a short speech, assur- 
ing Mr. Baumhoff they would be loyal to 
the company. 

At the afiernoon meeting, Mr. Baumbhoff 
said: 

‘“‘In 1885 the same conditions that threaten 
us now prevailed. The men had no griev- 
ances. One road was paying but $1.75 per 
day. Others were giving their men §2. 
The men on the system which was paying 
$1.76 concluded to strike. In this connec- 
tion, let me say, however, that I do not 
anticipate a strike now, and hope there 
will not be one, for the sake of yourselves, 
the public and the company. When the 
men went on a strike in 188 it was not long 
until they induced those on other lines to 
join them. It spread, and was, of course, 
contested, There was a bitterness of feel- 
ing which I hope will not creep into this, 
providing the men go out. Some

No News for a Day From Gen. Roberts, 
but the Latest Reports Indicate 
That His Advance Force Is 
Nearing Bloem- 
fontein. 


BOER HEADQUARTERS, BIGG(A:: 
BERG, Friday, March 9.—Shots were ex- 
changed this morning near Helpmaakuar 
with a small body of British, who retired 
hastily.

PRETORIA, Friday, March 9.—The Pres}. 
dent has returned from Bloemfortein. Gen. 
Joubert is expected here shortly. Fighting 
commenced in the direction of Helpmaakar 
this morning. 


LONDON, March 10.—The only important 
change in the general situation in South 
Africa, indicated by the news received up 
to noon ta-day, ts that Gen. Buller is again 
on the move. The news comes in a dis- 
patch from the Boer camp at Biggarsbers, 
dated Thursday, March 8, saying: 

‘Twelve thousand British are threatening 
the Boer positions from the direction of 
Helpmaakar, while a party of British 
scouts was encountered at Waschbank, 
March §&."’ 

The force was prabably Gen. Hunter's di- 
vision and it is consider@d quite possible 
that an attempt may be made to traverse 
the neck of Zululand into the Transvaal, 
thus effecting the double purpose of oaut- 
flanking the Boers at Biggarsberg and 
threatening Vryheid and Utrecht. 

The Boers are reported to be at Big- 
garsberg in considerable numbers, but it 
is said they are already serding their stores 
to the rear.

The 
burden of all questions put to the witnesses 
was to elicit, if possible, how the suicide 
came into possession the poison which 
caused death and the razor which was sub- 
sequently found itn his cell. 

There was a striking absence of the usual! 
crowd of idlers at the inquest. Callaway’'s 
mother was not present, and several] other 
Witnesses also failed to put in an appear- 
ance. After examining half a dozen wit- 
meses Dr. Lieyd continued the inquest to 
Monday morning at 9 o'clock. Mrs. Calla- 
Way will then be put upon the stand and 
interrogated as to her last interview with 
her dead son in the afternoon of ‘March 8. 

Callaway’s attorney, Charlies Maurer, 
Was the first witness caiied. Dr. Lioyd 
asked him point blank as soon as he had 
taken his seat if he knew how Callaway

He said extraordinary precautions 
taken in Callaway’s case, as the prisoner 
had frequently threatened to kill himseif 
Capt. Huebler said he did not suspect any 
of his guards of having been in collusion 
with Callaway. It was a mystery to him 
how Callaway obtained the razor and the

PUBLIC BATHS FOR CHILDREN. 


Capt. Phillips of the Sixth District 
Writes the School Board. 

Capt. Phillips of the Sixth Police District 
has written the following letter to the 
Public School Board in relation to bathing 
places for school children: 

“Gentlemen: My attention having been 


called to an editorial in the Post-Dispatch 
of recent date, referring to the adoption by 
the School Board of New York City of 
bathing places in the pubiic schools, I have 
ventured the liberty to address you with 
a view that the good example thus shown by 
our sister city may encourage similar action 
here. I regret, however, that St. Louis, 
where I believe the idea was first pro- 
posed, did not take the initiative in what 
would seem s0 excellent a step, and one 
which, 1 am sure, would go far to solve 
the public bath problem, impress a great 
moral lesson in habit of cleanliness, be 
greeted with delight by thousands of your 
scholars who may not have such accommo- 
dations at home, serve to allay the anxiety 
of many persons who fear the arrest and 
danger to such of their children as may 
venture in the rivers, ponds and sinkholes 
in and about the city, relleve the Coroner 
of inquiry into many deaths by drowning 
in such places and would, in connection 
with using schoolyards as breathing places 
in the downtown districts, I am sure re- 
flect much credit on our city and your 
philanthropy. 

‘“‘To me I may say, the success of the 
experiments would be regarded with espe- 
cial interest as serving to confirm impres- 
sions I have formed on the theory of pro- 
tection to life and prevention of crime, 
founded on many years of observation in 
the experience of my calling. 

‘“T am pleased to inform you that should 
your honorable body be disposed to think 
favorably of such measures, Mr. William 
Howe Tolman, Ph, D., Secretary of Public 
Baths and Public Comfort Stations, New 
York City, has authorized me to say that 
he will gladly render any aid and provide 
any information that may be needed on 
the eubject.

SAFETY IN MINING 


The terrible Red Ash mine disaster, resulting in nearly 40 
deaths, proves the urgent necessity of stringent laws pro- 
viding for the latest methods of lighting mines safely. Ex- 
plosions and fires are caused by the necessity of using arti- 
ficial light of some kind and so far it appears that no mine 
has been equipped with lighting apparatus that is reason- 
ably safe. 

When Humphrey Davy invented the safety lamp it was 
thought that coal-mine accidents would be almost elimi- 
nated. But miners tamper with these lamps, removing the 
safety top, even when locked, in order to get more light. If 
mine inspectors were as alert as they should be, it would 
be found that in numbers of cases the lamps Were not even 
provided with locks. 

But would not incandescent electric lights be safer than 
the so-called safety lamp? Could not coal mines be equipped 
with electric lights in such a manner that there would no 
blowing out of fuses, no short-circuiting and almost no dan- 
ger? The inventors should use their brains on this prob- 
lem and when it is solved the mine owners should be com- 
pelled to adopt the new lighting methods.

WHY IT ISN’T LEAP YEAR. 


The following query in varying forms is 
receiyed by the Post-Dispatch very fre- 
qventiy: 

“Does not leap year occur every four 
years? The lest leap year was 18%. Why 
is not 190 one? Why had not this past 
February 29 days?’ 

This question is here answered, 

Julius Cesar’s calendar made each year 
contain precisely 305% days: But in reality 
it contained between 11 and 12 minutes less, 
Thus in 128 years the legal year would have 
lest one: day on the solar year. By the 
time the Gregorian calendar was made, 10 
days had thus been lost. 

To remedy this, Oct. 14, 1682, was arbi- 
trarily made to follow direciiy after Oct. 
3, 1582. To avert sucn another elimination 
of time, it was decreed that thenceforth 
no centurial year not divisible by 400 should 
be a leap year. By the present plan the 
legal year loses a day on the solar year 
only once in over 3300 years.
